19, of 
INS Changes Efforts 
To Apprehend Aliens 


Associated Press 
A drastic increase in the 
number of illegal immigrants, 
coupled with a shortage of 
manpower and funds, has 
forced changes in federal ef­ 
forts to apprehend aliens, an 
immigration official says. 
Some district offices of the 
U S. Immigration and Natural­ 
ization Service are curtailing 
their requests for help from lo­ 
cal law enforcement agencies 
in the the capture and holding 
of individual illegal immi­ 
grants. the official said. 
‘‘We are concentrating our 
efforts in other more produc­ 
tive areas,” Vern Jervis, a 
spokesman 
for the 
INS 
in 
Washington, 
D C , said on 
Friday. 
Jervis said local law enforce­ 
ment officials do not have the 
authority to pick up illegal 
aliens unless they have broken 
some law. 
But he said city and state po­ 
lice departments have been no­ 
tifying the INS when they be­ 
came aware of illegal aliens 
after arresting them for some 
crime. 
‘This is one of our least pro­ 
ductive areas. It takes the most 
•mount of our time to send a 
man out for these individual 
cases, and it costs the most 
money,” Jervis said. 
In Chicago, assistant district 
director Robert Germain said 
investigators 
would 
con­ 
centrate their efforts on in­ 
tercepting large groups of 
illegal aliens being smuggled in 
from Mexico to work in city 


factories. 
*‘We are just not going to be 
able to respond to situations in 
which individuals come to our 
attention. We just don’t have 
sufficient resources to continue 
doing all we have been doing,” 
said Germain. 
"W'e’re in a tight bind,” said 
Robert Seitz, a spokesman for 
the INS Southwest Regional of­ 
fice in Los Angeles. 
“ There will be places where 
we tell local we’re not going to 
pick up anyone out of the jails. 
We re not going to be con­ 
ducting cold searches where we 
don't have leads, and we re go­ 
ing to be concentrating on leads 
we know will be productive,” 
Seitz said. 
“ ThciVs no question that 
with more resources we would 
apprehend more. It’s just a 
question of priorities,” he said. 
“ We have not had enough 
manpower or money to keep up 
with the illegal immigration, 
which has gone up tremendous­ 
ly month by month, year by 
year,” said Jervis. 
Jervis said the INS appre­ 
hended 790.000 illegal immi­ 
grants in the last year, com­ 
pared with 660.000 the year be­ 
fore. He said the agency ex­ 
pects to apprehend close to one 
million this year. 
“ But I doubt if we are appre­ 
hending a third of those w ho are 
coming in,” Jervis said. He 
estimated six to seven million 
illegal immigrants were cur­ 
rently living in the United 
States, most of them from Mex­ 
ico.

On Lotteries 


CLEVELA N D , Ohio (AP>- 
Ohio Lottery Director John 
Kirkland and lottery counsel 
Atty. Steven T. Paris! will join 
governors and lottery officials 
from 12 states next week at a 
meeting with US. Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe in Washing­ 
ton, D C , an Ohio lottery 
spokesman said Friday. 
Justice Department officials 
have indicated the fate of the 
nation’s 13 state lotteries could 
hang in the balance. 
“ Kirkland has a great inter­ 
est in any meeting on lottery 
operations and certainly would 
want to be present at any dis­ 
cussion of the lotteries’ future,” 
said the Ohio Lottery’s chief 
spokesman, James Skelly. 
“ Lottery 
officials 
will 
be 
working 
individually 
and 
collectively to resolve any 
conflicts 
between 
lottery 
operations and federal law to 
stay in business,” Skelly added. 
Skelly 
was 
responding 
to 
Saxbe’s announcement earlier 
Friday that the Justice Depart­ 
ment may go to court to shut 
down the lotteries, 
telegr 
and 
which run lotteries, the attor­ 
ney general called a meeting 
Sept. 6 to discuss the situation. 
“ There is a distinct possi­ 
bility that there are violations 
of the criminal provision of the 
federal code," Saxbe wrote of 
the lotteries. 
The Justice Department in­ 
dicated Saxbe’s concern cen­ 
tered on possible violation of 
federal law* prohibiting pur­ 
chase and distribution of lottery 
tickets by mail, circulation of 
the tickets in interstate com­ 
merce and statutes governing 
w hen banks may act as escrow 
agents. 
“ Ohio does not have a sub­ 
scription plan and thus does not 
solicit out-of-state sales or sales 
by mail,” Skelly said. 
But he said the lottery com­ 
mission still is considering a 
subscription sales scheme. 
“ We re watching develop­ 
ments at the federal level and 
in other states very carefully," 
Skelly said. 
Saxbe indicated banks may 
be in violation of the law if they 
sell tickets to retailers and hold 
receipts for the state. 
“ Ohio banks don’t sell lottery 
tickets.” Skelly said. “ They 
give tickets on consignment 
and hold money for the state in 
safekeeping.”

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A uxiliary Force Should G low 


Date Tuesday afternoon a thunderstorm hit 
Salem, during which power to a large area of the 
city was interrupted — a power outage that went 
into the night 
Salem's 14 auxiliary patrolmen responded 
when called to assist the regular police force, 
patrolling dow ntown streets in pairs, sometimes 
in their own cars, to protect merchants’ shops 
from looting, according to Police Chief Richard 
Whinnery. This is why the auxiliary force exists. 
But Chief Whinnery commented the auxiliary 
police receive only enough money to equip 
themselves with uniforms. He added he would 
like to see some civic organization provide the 
Auxiliary 
Force with bright 
raincoats 
for 
directing traffic in inclement weather, such was 
required Wednesday night. 
We agree with Chief Whinnery. Undoubtedly, 
the majority of cases when auxiliary police are 


needed would be during times of disaster — be it 
a minor or major disaster, a time when the 
regular force needs to be augmented to handle 
the situation 
And in most cases, it would 
probably be during or after a storm, or perhaps a 
large fire, or something of this nature. 
Assuming this, then, one would think a regular 
issue to auxiliary police would be a fluorescent 
vest or a bright raincoat - or something similar. 
If a civic organization does not come forward 
to purchase such an item for each auxiliary 
policeman, we would hope the city would con­ 
sider the purchase. 


After all, it is the city that benefits by having 
the auxiliary force And when the auxiliary force 
is needed, the members should be properly 
protected, visible at all times, especially at 
night. 


Bikes on Downtown Sidewalks 


In recent weeks, we have seen more and more 
youngsters riding bicycles on the sidewalks in 
the dow ntown business district — action which is 
in violation of a city ordinance. 
We have seen, in several instances, bicycle 
riders weaving in and around and between 
people walking along on the sidewalks. And not 
too long ago, a citizen came out of a local 
business, stepped down to the sidewalk and was 
“ flattened 
when struck by a bicycle 
There is a city ordinance which prohibits 
bicycle riding on the sidewalks in the downtown 
business area. Police Chief Richard Whinnery 
told us that his officers tell youngsters riding 
bikes on the central business district sidewalks 


to get off and push the bikes. 
¡Still, from what we see and hear, the bicycle 
riding continues downtown on the sidewalks. 
This action is aggravating and dangerous. 
Downtown shoppers aren’t encouraged to return 
when they must dodge bikes. 
At this juncture, we aren't criticizing anyone. 
We merely want to point out the situation exists 
much more than it should And we encourage 
strong enforcement of the ordinance 


Let's not forget that laws are made to protect 
the people. 
In this case that includes the 
pedestrian and the bike rider — both of, whom 
could receive injuries in an accident. 


Unfavorable W eather? 


We find it hard to believe that “ unfavorable 
weather" has delayed paving on the Rt. 62 
relocation project, as was told us Wednesday 
morning by an official of the Division 11 office, 
State Dept, of Highways, in New Philadelphia 
And we aren’t alone 
in 
that 
belief. 
A 
businessman, whose operation is located along 
the project area, and who has watched daily 
progress, has called to register his disbelief 
but in somewhat stronger terms. 
Up until the past several days, our area has not 
experienced any prolonged “ unfavorable" 
weather. The businessman who talked to us said 
he hasn’t seen much working activity on the site 


in the past week and a half. 


If you remember, earlier this summer, the 
Division 11 officials reported they were closing 
the Ellsworth Rd (Rt 45), at the north edge of 
Salem, in order to work on the project. However, 
Division 11 officials, after some prodding locally, 
decided it wasn’t absolutely essential to close the 
road, which was opened and traffic was main­ 
tained Bht it’s been closed again for paving. 


We aren't saying construction on the project 
hasn t been held up for good reason. But we are 
saying we don’t buy the excuse that it is because 
of unfavorable weather.
